Hardman as a means of rehabilitating 
hundreds of thousands of acres of 
abandoned state farm lands, providing 
employment and a means of livelihood 
for thousands of persons and relief 
from the present economical situation 
through which the state is passing. 

Speaking atop this, one of the lofti- 
est and the southernment peak of the 
Blue Ridge chain, at the ceremonies 
dedicating a beautiful marble shaft to 
the memory of Georgia’s colonizer and 
first governor, Governor Hardman de- 


| clared he believed each county should 


acquire vacant farms, grant them to 
ambitious and energetic persons, pro- 
‘vide means for laying ab agricultural 
 e8Op and assist generally in every way 
fin its production, 

“Nearly 200 years ago when Gen- 
eral Oglethorpe first set foot on 
Georgia soil he saw to it that each 
member or family in his colony was 
provided with the amount of land he 
or they were able to care for and given 
every assistance in producing a crop 
upon it,” the governor declared. “All 
plans heretofore offered for farm and 


unemployment relief seem to be 
doomed to failure. The public treas- 
uries are exhausted and there are a 
great number of persons without work 
or any means of obtaining a liveli- 
hood. It appears to me that it is up 
to each county to find a remedy and 
I believe that the remedy lies in a re- 
colonization following exactly the same 


method and using the same means as 


were employed by the noble man 
whose memory we have gathered here

BOWERS TERMS HOOVER 


“Has Left Us Drifting Help- 
lessly in Streams of 
Rapidan.” 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—>)— 
Describing the Hoover administration 
as “19 months of faithlessness and 
failure,” Claude G. Bowers, of New 
York, keynote speaker of the 1924 
democratic convention, tonight called 
upon the nation “to rebuke those in 
power” by the election of a” demo- 
cratic congress on November 4. 

In a radio speech over the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting system, Bowers, 
associate editor of the New York 
Evening World, characterized farm 
relief as “mockery,” the tariff bill! 
as “robbery,” and asserted that “ 
government on this earth has done 


less to meet the problems of the un- | 


employed.” 

“Never in tthe annals of the na- 
tion,” Bowers said, “has any admin- 
istration suffered such a complete 
collapse within two years of its in- 
auguration as that of Mr. Hoover. 
Never has one failed so flagrantly 
in the fulfillment of its pledges to 
the public, And never have the peo- 
ple suffered such dire disaster because 
of ineptitude in statesmanship, inca- 
pacity in leadership, and _ indiffer- 
ence to the welfare of the average 
man on the part of those in power.” 

Bowers asserted that for ten months 
the administration “sought to conceal 
the seriousness of the unemployment 
erisis,”’ 

“Tt issued repeated statements,” he 
said, “underestimating the number of 
jobless on the streets through the 
spring, summer and early fall. But 
now hecause the bread lines are 
lengthening at the dawn of winter, 


because the charity organizations are | 


broadcasting appeals for help, because 
an impatient public has turned the 


plans two weeks before the election! 


“God grant that good may come, 
however late, but what excuse can the 
administration offer for the precious 
‘ten months lost before the winter 
blasts began to blow?” 

Explaining that when a minority 
party asks the expulsion of the ma- 
jority from power it should be re- 
quired to set forth the reason’ for the 
demand, Bowers concluded:

“We ask it because of the enact- 
ment of a tariff law, at the behest of 
contributors to a campaign fund, which 
permits the favored few to pick the 
pockets of the consumers by a billion 
dollars a year.

“We ask it because of a tariff policy 
that threatens to shut us out from 
the markets of the world.

There were no witnesses to the 
shooting and Gay has declined to talk 
about the tragedy except to say that 
he did the killing. Immediately after 
the shooting Gay came to town and 
surrendered to the sheriff and was 
carried to the Valdosta jail. Howell 


'was shot through the head with a 


shotgun, two loads passing through 
his body. 

While the motive for the slaying 
has not been definitely ascertained, 
officers said they had léarned that 
there has been ill feeling between the 
two men for some time. Howell mar- 
ried Gay’s 16-yea-old daughter, and 
prior to their marriage a few weeks 
ago Gay is said to ha® seriously op- 
posed the match. 

After the marriage, however, it is 
said that Howell and his father-in- 
law apparently patched up their .dif- 
ferences. 

The families of both men left the 
Howell home this morning to visit at 
a neighbor’s house and were on their 
way home when they heard the 


'shots. They found Howell sitting in a 


chair dead. 


Howell was born and reared in this 
county, while Gay moved to this 
county from Colquitt, near Moultrie, 
about two years ago. Howell was 42 
years of age and his father-in-law 
is about 45. 

Howell is survived by his widow; 
three brothers, Frank and James 
Howell, of Lakeland, and the Rev. 
Burrell Howell, who is attending

HUOVER WILL CREATE 
BUARD ON FORESTS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(P>)— 
President Hoover plans to create a 
national timber conservation board to 
make a broad study of forest resources 
and means to conserve and perpetuate 
them. 

The announcement that the chief 
executive would Set up such an agency 
was made at the White House today 
after he had received from Dr. Wil- 
son Compton, of the National Lum- 
ber Manufacturers’ Association, A 
suggestion that similar fact finding 
commissions be named to study all of 
the nation’s basic industries, 

One such commission already is at 
work studying oil conservation. 


The lumber proposal has been be- 
fore Mr. Hoover and cabinet mem- 


bers for several months. Dr. Comp-; 
ton also suggested studies be made of ; 


coal and steel, with the aim of con- 
serving all of the nation’s resources 
and recommending long term  pro- 
grams for their development. 

In addition to determining what 
steps can be taken for curtailment of 
useless cutting of timber, curbing for- 
est fires, encouraging replanting and 


} designating national forest preserves, 


with a view of recommending con- 
gressional legislation where necessary, 
Ibr. Compton said state statutes deal- 
ing with timber would be studied. 

He asserted that in some states 
heavy and harmful taxes upon timber 
land put a premium upon the cutting 
of the timber instead of encouraging 
its growth.

Creed Taylor, Jr., T- 
year-old son of the prominent bank- 
er, was slightly burned about’ the 
hands, while Culver Caraway, son-in- 
law of Mr. Taylor, also was burned 
as the result of his heroic effort to 
beat out the flames encircling his 
father-in-law’s body. 

While the extent of Mr. Taylor's 
burns was not definitely announced, 
it was learned at the hospital that 
the flames had seared the banker’s 
body in numereus places. Doctors, 
however, expressed belief that his in- 
juries were not critical. 


In addition to the Taylor home, the 
blaze destroyed the roof of an adjoin- 
ing residence at 20 Fifteenth street, 
entailing a combined damage to both 


625,000. 

Other members of the Taylor fam- 
ily, including Mr. Taylor's aged moth- 
er, were rescued from the blazing 
home by firemen. Mr. Taylor him- 
self, after being found wrapped in 
flames in his room by his son-in-law, 
was rescued by Fireman Duncan West 
of company 11, who carried the strick- 
en banker from a second story bal- 
cony, where Mr. Caraway had suc- 
ceeded in taking him after beating 
out his burning night garments. Mr. 
Caraway then was taken down the 
ladder. 

Mrs. Taylor, wife of the banker. 
was at another private hospital at 
the time of the blaze. She had un- 
dergone an operation about ten days 
ago and was well on the way to re- 
covery. She was informed of the fire 
by friends. 

Another of the family rescued was 
Miss Marguerite Taylor, who was 
found in her room by firemen, trapped 
by the flames, 

Upon being carried to the ground 
by Fireman West, Mr. Taylor was 
placed in the automobile of Police 
Captain A. J. Holcombe, who drove 
the banker and Mr. Caraway to the 
nearest hospital for treatment.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Georgia last year had a con- 
siderable lower infant mortality rate 
than the year previous. 

According to a table made public 
today by the vital statistics section 
of the department of commerce, the 
infant death rate in the state in 1929 
was only 76 for every 1,000 live 
births, compared with a rate of 82 for 
the year 1928. 

The. department listed Georgia as 
one of 11 states in the Union which 
had lower rates last year over the 
year before. The average rate for 
the country was 68.
